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This years S.G.A. Executive had their first encounter with President Mulling 
on October 5th. 10C0, and It was n meeting that left much to be desired. Because of 
council misunderstandings In past years due ia the presidents acting on his own 
perogativo, K.CS. I he Lcsago cane, the current executive decided on <a policy whereby 
at all offickl meetings Involving S.G.A. policy, the complete executive* i.e. Uio pre** 
idem, trench and engllsh Vice-Presidents, und the Treasurer would participate. 
Further. In (he manner in which we had divided authority it is necessary that the whole 
executive be present to give n balanced and coherent picture of our activities. 

Admittedly, this meeting with President Mullins was an important one: we 
were asking fur 10,000 dollars, or half our budget. In order to operate until Christmas; 
ci report would have to be given on Frosh week, and questions had to bo answered 
concerning the hiring of a permanent secretary. Thus, when I called the President's 
secretary to arrange an appointment, 1 told her that the executive would be coming up. 
Five minutes before the scheduled meeting, she verified the appointment, and told us 
that Mr. Mullins was walling. When we reached his office, we were informed that the 
president was "out for coffee ^ and ho did not return ualitl a half-hour later; we waited 
at least that LONG for him to appear! 

The first statement he made, (and this was the first lime we had met with him) 
was " Don't you ever do us you are told? Tilings would bo a lot different here if you 
would. I mid you to come Just the two of you, not Four ! 1 ! '* The four of us were 
bolting at this reception! Ills tone mecnt In effect! "What* the Idea of hav* 
Jug these characters tag along with you, and don't they know enough to mind their own 
business. 1 * We waited and watted and Waited and waited IN 1SLENCK for the 
arrival of Mr. Ronald, the treasurer for the University, while Mr. Mullins occupied him* 
telf in looking over several papers on his desk and answering wrong number. Upon the 
arrival of the treasurer, Mr. Mullins ran through the itemized requisition stating the 
purposes for which we needed the money. He read the rcciuMtlon through quickly the 
first time, to show us all how patently ridiculous the whole thing was, and then went 
over it again, point by point, commenting sarcastically on each ilem. A ready explana- 
tion was forthcoming for each, hut wo all agreed that 300 dollars should be subtracted 
in recognition of the fact thai Mr. Mullins held financial power over us. He then pointed- 
ly asked .Mr. Ronald if the auditors should not examine our books immediately, and Mr, 
tlrown (S.tL A. Treasurer! reptUul that on his own Initiative he had asked the auditor 
for advice, and had matte an appointment with him. Mr. Mullins was duly impressed, lie 
stated that sooner or later the hooks would have lo bo audited anyway, ami we would 
bear full responsibility, (he lone suggesting that it Is only a matter of lime till the 
auditors show how dishonest we were, and that until then the little children could 
go on ploying ... On this note of trust and confidence in the executive, he signed the 
purchase requisition. 

It might he pointed out hero thai all cheques made by the S.G.A, have to hove 
the countersignature of Mr. Heglmbnl, a more than Adequate check on the functioning 
of our financial system, tint perhaps Mr. Mullins doesn't feel this same confidence. 
Certainly nol a very good example of trust in those to whom he delegates authority. 

Too executive was not lo impressed with the proceedings and In <a discussion 
in the S.G.A. office after the meeting,. agreed that while President Mullins might not 
be responsible for the deplorable lack of university spirit and drive al Laurentlan, he 
certainly wasn't helping the situation. Discussion brought out further reasons for 
Laurent tan's inadequacy as a university, and it was decided that, if at alt within our 
means, we would try to rectify the situation. For this, we needed support of the entire 
student body, a presodenlial report In Umhda suggested the best means of both giving 
a background to the problem, and determining the amount of interest you have In 
Uiireiillan. If wo find the students to be with us, there is a follow-up feature for the 
French Lambda. If we find the students apathetic, the whole matter will he dropped, 
Urn hda will reissue half page football pictures, and the S.G.A. shall devote its time 
to the social committee. The blame cannot bo put on any one faction; wo alt, stude nts, 
faeully, und administrati on have contributed to the situation, but 1 think I ho hlanu > 
lies heaviest with the admin istration, especially with President NM Itti*

at tho overall picture, all those small issues gain In importance. Letters, comments, 
and criticisms are welcomot they can be Ml al the S.G.A. office Any time between 
nine, and five. 



THE LAURENTIAN 

CHARTER 

The Laurentlan Charter conUins the following vital stipulations: 1) Laurenllan 
University }$ a federation of universities, not a system of affiliated colleges. There are 
four distinct charters, and each university functions academically through a college. 
The four colleges comprise the faculty of arts and sciences: They are not colleges 
of but colleges in the faculty. 

2) BiiinguaUaro,, English and French, is in the essence of the charter, and all policies 
are to be subject to this stipulation. (And 1 might point out here that the purpose of 
BiUngualism at Laurenllan, and the fact that Sudbury is approximately 40% french 
speaking were deciding (actors which permitted the university to be built in Sudbury 
instead of North Day.) 

Now, lot mo paraphrase socrates words on the contract between the state ami 
the cltUen, 

"If a person, <Bc he president or not) does not tike us after HE has assumed 
obligations here, and has seen the ways of the university, and made our aqualniancr, 
HE may go where UK pleases and take Ills goods with HIM. Hut HE who still remains 
has given clear proof that we and the University are not displeasing to 1HM, and that 
UK has no right to break the covenants anil agreements which HE made with as at 
IDS llcsure, namely to uphold tho principles of the charter 1 *,

*A week ago today, my colleague, the incident of Laurcntlan University In 
Kudbury stated lo a national audience his "personal belief that the concept of a bi- 
lingual university as iloveloppeiJ over the past century at the University of Ottawa Is 
wrong," The ground upon wieh Professor Mulllns based this attitude is this: "It Is 
wrong because we here at Laurentiau University emulated our older sister in many 
ways, wllh the result ibat our experience, too, has been a failure thus far". 

Now, my knowledge of the University of Ottawa's long history enables me to 
sympathise with the frustration of my fellow president. 

It is understood that loin I hi lingua lis m in any Institution can be only an Ideal, 
but an ideal that obliges acceptance and the resolution to approach it Thai ideal while 
remaining constant, mum be accommodated In practice to (It the circumstances, 

Institutional bilingual ism does not operate in an unwavering straight line. Its 
course calls for constant adaption — sometime* u> the means available, sometimes to 
Ihe demand ami sopi>ort for the purpose. We stand, however, on our submission to the 
itoyal Commission on Ililingiialistii and iUculturahsm that the example of the Univer- 
sity of Ottawa's practice and experience has been of value to Ihe Canada of yesterday 
and In Ihe present climate of public opinion on this subject stands lo be of Incalculable 
greater significance for the Canada of tomorrow To say that because the bilingual 
system devcloppod hy the University of Ottawa during the last 1111 yo*<rs la "unwork- 
able" — despite the fact — on ground thai it* adoption elsewhere has been a failure 
after some tivu years of perhaps less than vigorous effort, backed by neither tradition 
nor skill in the techniques involved, is like disparaging Augta-Saxon democracy because 
it has failed In run a smooth course during l ho first few years of uho newly indepen* 
dent countries of Asia and Africa. 

It should be evident that the pursuit of the bilingual Ideal requires not only 
unfailing determination but that it entails considerable costs. We believe, too, that 
sacrifices In material advantages so thai budget* can meet those costs also are Justified. 
That, bdics and gentlemen, is our history ami why we are, hare today, and here the 
way we are. The Bladen Commission's Report claims that "our future wealth (so) 
depends on education { , . . ) that expenditure on education Is properly looked on as 
investment likely lo yield a high economic return." I can as truly say that OsmulUn 
unity so depends on hlllnguaUsro that expenditure on bilingual institutions must be 
looked on as investment likely to yield a high political and social return. But it takes 
more than money to accomplish this. It bakes the magnetism of idealism and character 
to attract the professors and the students 4o store in the determination to make it 
possible. Hero toduy, he University of Ottawa gradualos a class larger than Laiirontlan's 
total enrolment and each of you U the living proof of the truths i speak". 



Consider tills statement from the Sudbury Sar, page three, Wed., Aug.10, 
1066; "Stanly G, Mulllns, President of Uurentian University, will address the group 
on the topic blllnguallam as It pertains to Laurentlan University, and othor Universi- 
ties that he has vUH*d recently. President MulUni has said In previous itatemonU 
that Billngualism at Laurentlan is a failure, and for 4hl* reason he will speak in the 

English Language only", 

I could go on and on, but there are person* hotter able than I to tell of Mr. 
Mullins policy on Bilingusllsm. The freneh Usuo next week will contain a report on the 
brief submitted to the Minister of University Affairs^ honorable W< 0. Davis, Q.C. 
wbkh pertains to this subject. Also a resume of M. Mulllns speech to the Canadian 
Alliance Club of Canada, But, the pollcf of billngualism Is NOT ihe only problem at 
stake. I now refer to the prlncipf** of the federated collDgei,

Do we have four federated colleges forming Laurentlan University, or lour 
federated colleges flighting for their existance within Laurentian University? The fol- 
lowing factors seem to indicate that the adminisrtion does not truly believe In the 
principle of the federated colleges, end that an extensive and unqualified priority has 
beenglven to public relation, Le. projecting an image to the public that docs not really 
exist The most current example of this game of petty politics b the CBC program, 
"Lett Sing OuV\ The following Is part of a raptor* givw me by Robert DeiTrate* Pw- 
sldent of theUniversity ofSudbury Student* Council: 

"In early September we <U, of &) received a letter from the Program "Let's 
sing out*** We received the letter because it was understood at other univeniUea 
(e.g. University of Toronto) only the colleges wero allowed to bring in the program. 
We answered that we would bring them to Laurcutian under the auspices of U. of S. 
having consul tod with Ihe 5.G.A. and found that they were unable to handle It". 

"We then asked for the great Hall through Mr. Lamlre, and found that since 
it would have to be used all day Monday, It was out of the question. We asked for the 
gym and the answer was that we could use it only If the program was advertised as 
originating and under the auspices of Laurendan University. We decided to go to 
President Mullins Personally. He asked us "Why we persisted in calling ourselves 
University of Sudbury, and asked why we wanted to go on the air as U. of S. We told 
him that since we were making all the preparations, and paying all the expenses for 
advertising etc, the name of college should be represented. 1 now quote several of Mr. 
Mulllns statements: "If your residence was finished you could use that, and nbt men- 
tion Laurentlan at all". "You are giving the people false impressions because you are 
a college and not a University". Wo told him wo wetv willing to say U. of S. college 
in our advertising etc. and his reply was that he would not allow us to go on the air 
"from one of MY buildings", "1 am certain that since you have the habit of saying 
University of Sudbury all the time you will say University of Sudbury on television. 
When questioned as to why you did this after the program, yx>u will say that It was 
Just a mistake", *Let*a sing out* will go on the sir from Mine Mill Hall, under the 
sponsorchlp of University of Sudbury, Even though Mr. Mullins preferred that It not 
go on at all if Laurentlans name couldn't be tagged to H, And this Is not the only time 
administration policy has been "My way or not at all". 

We who are told constantly that there are proper channels to go through 
that procedures and regulations must unswervingly be followed no matter how ri- 
diculous and involvftd the rod tape may be^ were shown that there was an exeptlon to 
the rule . , , that ls^ when it happens to suit the purposed of the administration. Our 
constitution says hat "The council represents allfuil time students in dealing with the 

adminlstralon and with other student government and organizations, within or without 
the University", 

The point in question U the formation of the television and radio programs 
that will soon be broadcast on CKSO. The Television station was flnt approched by a 
private student^ workuig on an advertising commission of $3,000 if he was able to sell 
CKSO a half hour program on Laurentlan per week. This fell through, and CK offered 
him instead a free half hour spot on television for Laurentlan students to present their 
views. To use Mr. Hart's prase, "The ball was then nicked up by Interested parties in 
the administration". Thanks to Mr Hart, and several veiy interested students we 
should have an excellent programme. WhaU my beefr 

— I found but about this program only In the most indirect manner. 

— It was just by accident that I was Invided to a meeting in Mr, Regimbals 
office by the producer of the radio show, 

— At that meeting they were going to abolish ihe radio program because it 
was felt it would interfere with the effectiveness of the television station, 

— And whs effectiveness of the television? . . , That perhaps a few people 
in Sudbury would not be interested in both? . . , Because there was no faculty or ad- 
mlnlstratlve advisor to control the radio program? 

— The television program was to be used to project an image of Laurentlan 
University, and the chance could not be taken that enough people would see it, or that 
the right Image would not bo projected. 

— What about the students who would pn>flt from the radio experience. 

— These programs were not <o be aimed at the students, the students were 
supposed to do the work, but Laurentlan Im^e came first* 

— It was much more Important that the 'proper' image bo given to Sudbury 
... the students came second. 

Nor is this the first time that students were given second place at Lauren- 
tlon, Thoraeloe University was threatened with expulsion from Laurentlan because 
of the fact that office space in the complex was not considered for them* Does the fact 
that Fahor Pillon U the best Librarian in Canada, or that we have the best folklore 
Institue In Canada deserve disregard simply because they are affiliated with Univer- 
sity oifudbury Instead of University College? while Mr, Ladereute and the foot- 
ball team, pet projects of the administration are pushed into public 'image* with every 
possible resource? There is more than a slight discrepancy between the policies of the 
administration and the provisions of the charter. 



WHAT HAPPEN ED 

DURING 
FR0SH WEEK 

If you look at it from an auditors point of view, whkh 1$ -the view the admini- 
stration seems to favor f we lost 12,000. The way I see it t we had one of the most succex 
fui froih weeks In the History of Laurentlan and for ihe following reasons: 

1> The total loss* amounted to only ffcoo per student. 

2) For the first time In Ontario and perhaps even In Quebec we brought 
together the top not second rate, but tne top entertainment from both languages 






and we scheduled them for the same night, for tho same audience. Anyone who has an 
iota of business sense know* that such a sotup^ (especially under the condition* then 
existing then in Sudbury, e.g. the strike and competition from Johnny Own) could 
not expect to break even. We spent $6*000 on -that evening, we 'loaf $1,400, but I 
consider every cent of hat $1,400 we!! spnt Furher, we made the moat important con- 
tribution to bilingualism and Biculturalism In the Hbtory of Laurentian. And the 
reception afterwards? It proved a mature, congenial atmosphere for students of the 
university to discuss the evenings performance ... the crowning point of an evening 
you would have to go to Montreal to imitate. 

3> Wc lost $300 on C.N.l.B. night, Le. we picked up the tab for the hall, the 
band, and the refreshments. A loss? Wc gained the respect and admiration of the 
whole city for contributing almost $3,000 to the blind. 

4) Bob and Susan ... a free evening of entertainment for all Laurentian 
students with refreshments Included. 

The list could go on, but more than justifying the expense of Frosh Week 
[ would like to point out some of the Inane situations that had to be dealt with. 

When wc first planned Frosh Week We were told that there would be 800 
freshmen and we based all our costs on this figure. On tho lost evning of Frosh re- 
gistration* wc had only 275 frosh registered with us. The loss in. revenues on Pn>sh 
kits alone* could account for the 2,500 dollar loss t Permission for the gym for a dance 
was given and retracted no less than four times. Tho same situation is arising with 
regard to homecoming. How in heit con we provide an organized program of events 
when at every step we are balked by the administration? 

In regard to financial matters, another S.G.A. or rather executive policy 
should be made public. We think that everyone should* be willing to work for the 
S.G.A.. but that no one should have to lose money In the process. It is enough that a 
student donate his time ami energies without having also to subsidize his project. 
Thus he high bill during Fro.nh Week for gas. Taxi-fares, drycleaning, people at the 
gates etc. Anoher factor affecting the financial policy Is the 'uniqueness' of Laurentian, 
and I. am not speaking of Billngualism and Blculturalism. Any student living in resi- 
dence could live just as cheaply at any other university in Canada. Instead, the student 
moves Into residence, or rents a room in town. Now he has no student's union building, 
he has no social or cultural life such as is available in Montreal or Toronto, he locks 
the best library facilities etc., etc. ad infinitum. He pays his twenty-five dolars to 
tho Student Councils. Must he, besides these privations, also lose that $25 by Investing 
in a students union building for the future or a reserve S.C, A. account that will be 
used for some presidents pet project, or should that $25 be spend on him this year 
fl>r his benefit? We prefer to spend the $25 on him. 



TRUST 



Many of the previous articles indicate a complete lack of trust on the part of 
(he administration. In the last Issue of English Lambda, Mr. Holtby said " To Hell 
with Trust" . . . and he has a point. When several people asked Mr. Regimbal why 
(he hike in tuition fees, when all indications seem to indicate the gradual abolishing 
»f fees, he replied that he did not know, and referred them to president Muliins. Tho 
Presidents answer was something to the effect of " How do you think we got our foot- 
bail team? 1 ' If this Is the case, small wonder It was never published, although Hunting- 
ton knew of the hike since last February. Could the administration have been ashamed 
of the fact? It seems like a most appropriate emotion when you consider, for example, 
(the inadequacies of our library. Or Ls it a lack of faith In tho academic quality of 
Laurentian . , . That we preffer our fame to rest on football and hockey rather than 
:xi icademics, because we despair of academic prowess? 



weaknes. "A n*n need not relinquish his faith to be intellectually respectable nor 
his Intellect to be faithful". And who can show, us this better than the protesters? 
And how in bett can they show us if they are segregated? 

Professors will say that the hood table is the only chance they have to meet 
other members of faculty. Woul they not meet just as often in group discussion* . . . 
probably find others of the Xaculty with the same interests? If you must besegregated, 
why put on a display for the students? Why not a private dining hsU? 

Anyone who has been in a club or society with a faculty advisor knows how 
much the student benefits from the prot Some professors say that they will be only 
too glad to eat with, the sudents, if they are Invited* There ia a certain amount of 
shyness in the new student, and in most cases a healthy respect for the members of 
faculty. How would you hove him phrase his question? "Please sir, would you coma 
and join us?* It's easy to formulate, but hard to get out, and in most oases the prof, 
is quickly walking past, and thu student doesn't get a second chance to ask. I can't think 
of a single case where a prof, sat down with the students and felt unwelcome. There* 
fore I ask the professors to take the initiative. If for lack of any other topic, you can 
always critisize Laurentian In your position as having come from another university . . 
you will be suppriscd how willing we all seem to be -to hear Laurentian critisized. You 
may even shock us by saying we havo a good thing here . . . but you certainly will 
contribute nothing by remaining in the blue chairs. 

You have never been invited to student activities? Consider yourself formally 
invited to every university activity on campus. If an oversight has been committed, 
and you do not receive a written invitation, come along anyways, and welcome!
